THANKSGIVING DAY. 



The President Issues a Proclamation Appointing Thurs- 
day, November 30. 

WAsniNOTOH, Oct. 24.- President MoKinley lo-ilajr issued" 
this Tli auk ngiving proclamation: 

" A national custom dear to the hearts of the people ©alls 
for the setting apart of one day in each year as an occasion of 
special thanksgiving to Almighty God for the blessings of the 
preceding year. This honored observance acquires with time 
i tenderer significance. It enriohes domestic life. It sum- 
mons under the family roof the absent children to the glad 
reunion with those they love. 

" Seldom has this nation had greater cause for profound 
thanksgiving. No great pestilence has invaded our shores. 
Liberal employment waits upon labor. Abundant crops have 
rewarded the efforts of the husbandman. Increased comforts 
have come to the home. The national finances have been 
strengthened and public credit has been sustained and made 
firmer. In all branches of industry and trade there has been 
an unequalled degree of prosperity, while there has been a 
steady gain in the moral and educational growth of our national 
character. Churches and acrftols have flourished. American 
patriotism has been exalted. Those engaged in maintaining 
the honor of the flag with such signal success have been in a 
lar B o degree spared from disaster and disease. An honorable 
peace has been ratified with a foreign nation with which we 
were at war, and we are now on friendly relations with every 
power of earth. * 

" The trust which we have assumed for the benefit of the 
people of Cuba has been faithfully advanced. There is marked 
progress toward the restoration of healthy industrial conditions 
and under wise sanitary regulations the island has enjoyed 
inuBual exemption from the scourge of fever. The hurricane 
which swept over our new possession of Porto Rico, destroying 
the homes and property of the inhabitants called for the instant 
sympathies of the people of the United States, who were swift 

respond with generous aid to the sufferers. While the in- - 
f-urrection still continues in the Island of Luzon, business is 
resuming its activity, and confidence in the good purposes of ( 
the United States is being rapidly established throughout the , 
archipelago. 

" For these reasons, and countless others, I, Willam Mc. 
Kinley, President of the United States, do hereby name i 
Thursday, the thirtieth day of November next, as a day of 
general thanksgiving and prayer, to be observed as such by all 
our people on this continent and in our newly acquired islands, 
as well as by those who may be at sea or sojourning in foreign 
lands; and I advise that on this day religious services shall be 
conducted in the churches or meeting places of all denomina- 
tions, in order that in the social features of the day its real- 
significance may not be lost sight of, but fervent prayers may 
be offered to the Most High for a continuance of the Divine 
guidance, without which man's efforts are vain, and for Divine 
consolation to those whose kindred and friends have sacrificed 
their lives for the country. , 

" I recommend also that on thiB day so far as may be found 
practicable, labor shall cease from its accustomed toil and 
charity abound toward the sick, the needy and the poor." -

Mrs. Rebecca Harding JUv ; s some 
time Isst summer asked tlui question, 
"Is the Public sobool.a i-urse?- She 
fennd a vigorous defender fornix public 
schools in Mrs. Hchuy'er Van Ueus- 
selasr who replied to Mrs. Davis' article 
in 'The North American Review." 'Has 
the public school done its work?'; "Hits 
education been always an unmix-d 
blessing to America and Aineriiant?" 
Mrs. Davis also asked. These questions 
are not as easily answered u> loyal sons 
of a Republic may suppo>e. Mrs Van 
Rensselaer replied that mdieputably the 
blessings outweigh the curse. Suppose 
we try to fancy what the condition of 
our land would be today without our 
free schools. Our imagination shrinks 
from the first outlines- of the picture. 
Mrs. Davis referred us. to the Acadian 
settlement in. Louisiam-. win-Tin lew 
people could read and write, yet a uiaik- 
ed degree* ol happiness prevailed and 
she was apprehensive that schoolteach- 
ers might be sent there to "open the 
way for railways, bosinese, and civilisa 
tion." Well Mrs. Van Ifeusatdaer wants 
euch a place "baibed wired" and placed 
under a strict taboo so they may contin- 
ue moral and contented without auy 
echooling. That was not a normal 
community we might tell Mrs. Davis. 
It was an anaenroniem and as such inevit. 
ably destined to change. We have 
known and heard of true gentle folk in 
other lands and other ages, who could 
neither read nor write. Such persons 
are unthinkable among ourselves and 
just so is a perpetuation of pastoral ig- 
norance and innocence in any locality. 
Business, iailroads, politics and newspa- 
pers touch all corners now in the modern 
white man's world, and the elimination 
of the schoolteacher will not improve it. 
The reason why any community is not 
■what it should be or nil that we conld 
wish, is very complicated. But it is a 
dangerous, mistaken idea to lay the 
blame on the public school. Mrs. Davis 
charge* many eyils to overeducation. 
We must not expect too much oi our 
public schools, or confuse and weaken 
them by laying upon them burdens they 
ought not to bear. The public school 
system of New York, a syatem which has 
especially difficult problems to solve, is 
without doubt accomplishing great 
things in the way oi educating, assiml 
lating and Americanising the foreign 
masses of the population. All poor 
quarters in all large cities would present 
a different picture were it not for oar 
public school*. Don't look at the defi- 



ciencies of its teachers but at their un- 
m-lhNh levotlon and the educational In- 
t I igsnce they olton dixplay even when 
their scholaislic equipment is not of the 
best. "A life-givir-« anchor" doe* go 
out of our public "ihooli even in their 
imperfect Hate and they are steadily 
and nationally being improved and 
though they may never conquer crime, 
ignorance and poverty, they can 
and w<ll win more and greater victories 
for the uplifting and ennobling of the 
coming generttiona. Instead of Mrs. 
Davis blaming popular edncation for 
many social evils, let her remember that 
it doe* more to uproot and to cure evil 
than anv other agenry.

Robert Browning wan at nnr-e a phil- 
osopher, a poet, and a seer. His poetry 
will strengthen faith. The idea of God 
is ever present as is alto the thonght of 
our duty and reeponsihility in this won- 
derful wotld. Listen to this key-note of 
faith : 



I am much interested in his biography 
and in ins poems, His purity and ele- 
vation of thought are only iqualed by 
nis consistency. He l as reverence for 
all that is true, pure and holy. Such 
beautiful love existed between him and 
his mother and his anguiah at her death 
was extremely poignant, Browning's 
service, to civilization was great in en- 
riching life and i salting Nature. Some 
oue has raid "We are dyed by 
thoughts." I would like lo be dyed by 
aa many of Browning's thoughts as possi- 
ble. And when he married Elizabeth 
Barrett! A true love match, a cas 
love at lira', aig it whic'i deepened 
grew more beautiful, if possible, as the 
years passed. She was sn invalid; her 
lather objected, but what cared they in 
sunny Italy, since that had each other 
and were one in love? Their life was s 
perfect idyl of bliss. A many sided in

why shouldn't the music ol 
their days speed on with scarce a jar? J 
wish every young girl, every young man 
could, read and realise that deep, inde- 
scribable joy which alone can come into 
lives which are welded together by love 
and faith. I think with other admirer* 
that the "poem of their married life" 
was lovelier than any that hejor she ever 
wrote. I well remember when Mrs. 
Browning died-in 1H01. Ho wrote his 
masterpiece after her death, "The Ring 
and The Book" and his noble religious 
poem "Ribbi Ben Ezra." His ide* of 
death was more than snblime. " 
Browning's death I can recall vividly in 
1880 in the city of Venice— beautiful 
Venice, the bride of the sea. I am now 
more en rapport over the poet than ever 
before in my life. His poem* all have a 
moral atmosphere and every reader is 
eensibly influenced by them. Take for 
example one verse from "Old Pictures 
in Florence.

Dr. Oolles, an eminent surgeon or 
Dublin, who died in 1843, was remark- 
able for bis plain dealing with him 
self.

■tump of a tooth, 1 guinea." 

"For telling blm that he was no 
more 111 than 1 wa*, I guinea."

Muck for Prcurvlig Manure. 

A bed ol mock on the farm is ■ Kold 
mine. Ttioee deposita ol black earth 
found in swamps along brooke and in 
low apota in the meadow or paeture field, 
are chiefly masses ol half decayed vege- 
table matter, which ahould all be iiath- 
end and taken to the cultivated tielde aa 
food for growing crope. It is better, 
however, to mingle muck and peaty 
matter with the materials of the barn- 
yard. Their decay haa been partially ar- 
rested by an aapbaltic or pitchy coating, 
and the action of lime, ashes, or other 
alkalies or the fermentation of the ma- 
nure heap is requireJ to hasten the de- 
composition and prepare the elementa 
for enteri 

Before autumn Hoods and winter frosts 
lock up or render inaccessible the black 
mold, it ahould be dug out and thrown 
into heaps to drain eo that it may be 
ready to cart to the farmyard at leisure. 
The profits of the farmer depend mucli 
upon hie skill in managing and increas- 
ing the manure heap. Many are aware 
of this, and millions are now paid every 
year for the manurial deposits of the 
Chincha or Peruvian ialands. A hun- 
dred loads of this black muck thrown 
out to dry at the latter end of summer, 
and afterwards mingled with an equal 
bulk of freeh deposits in the barnyard 
will produce L'OU loada of very rich 
nure, fully equal, hulk lor hulk, tc 
beat barnyard deposita. Experience has 
fully tested the truth of this assertion, 
and intelligent theory' telle why thin ii 
ho. As the animal excrementa are usu- 
ally left in the yard, one-half or three- 
fourtha is lost by decay and evaporation 
into the air, but an admixture of muck 
or peat checks the too rapid decay, and 
retains the escaping gases, which consti- 
tute by far the richest procure of all ma- 
nures; and further, during this fermenta- 
tion, the muck itself becomes decom- 
posed and prepared to enter at once into 
the plant as food. 

Let everyone look about his farm for 
gome ol theae valuable deposits. There 
is not one farm in a hundred but 
furniah more or leas of them. Wherever 
water runs from higher ground and 
ties in a low apot, it carriea down some 
portion of the vegeUble matter and 
leayea it there. Sometimes these de- 
posits cover dozens of acres, and in oth 
cases the black mold occupiea but a few 
feet of surface, but if only a load here 
and a load there can be obtained, 
wcrth looking after. Aa aoon as 
weather suspends the ordinary Held 
work, commence hauling your muck 
heap to the barnyard where it ahould be 
plied up under a rude cover, if possible, 
and then daily mingled with the drop- 
pings Irom the horse and cattle stalls and 
from the hog pen and poultry houses. 
Much portions as will not be needed for 
tbia purpose should be ahoveled over 
with the addition ol 
of freshly-slaked lime to each ordinary 
cart load. In the absence of lime, 
more convenient, a somewhat largei 
quantity of unbleached ashes may be 
aubatituted lor the lime with equally 
good or better 

If no rich, black muck or earth can be 
found on the farm, then go to the thick- 
est forest and gather the surface soil and 
half decayed leaves which have fallen 
foradoz-sn years— perhaps half 
ry. Everything of organic or vegetable 
origiu is val ualile and ahould be treasured. 
The outleta of draina 
upon the roadside, or at the lower side of 
fields, will afford more or leas ol these 
vegeUble deposita. The ground occu- 
pied by old fences may be profitably 
carted to the yard and used aa a ground 
bed lor the absorption of liquid manures.

through as strong dosing aa those that 
grow in the garden. Garden planta sut- 
ler oftenest from raw fertilizer placed 
beneath them. The novice digs a hole, 
filla it to within a few inches of the top 
with any fertilizer that happens to be 
most convenient and plants thereon 
eome unoffending shrub or perennial. 
I'aually the "roost convenient" fertilizer 
is something freeh and rank, and the 
first heavy watering, which usually fol- 
lows close upon the planting, Bends up b 
hot, biting ammonia from below that 
fairly cooka and devours the plant roots. 
Even decayed fertilizers eo applied 
ahould be well mixed with the soil. 

Liquid fertilizers given in excess also 
work much harm among planta. It is 
better to make them weak and apply 
them often than to risk scorching the 
planta' roota with too strong a liquid. 
nd for greater safety it is an invariable 
lie among successful gardeners to apph 
quid fertilizers immediately after i 
ood watering with pure water. — L

Small cheeee are beat 
sumption. Oheeee are to a certain extent 
porous, and the unbroken rind forma a 
shell ol protection. Whan thla rind Is 
n by cutting, air entera, and the 
shield that the product formerly enjoyed 
against moderate changes of tempratnre 
' liter serves it. Mold generates and 
Is -along the eearae and cavities, if 
the air be slightly humid; or, natural 
moisture ia dried ont if conditiona happen 
to be the opposite. In either event the 
quality of the cheeee deteriorates, espec- 
ially if several weeke elapse from the 
time of cutting before it la consumed. 

Bverage-sised families, 10 lb cheeee 
are much better to buy or make than 30 
or 40 pounders. These small-sized cheese, 
tills manufactured on a limited scale 
•N not produced in sufficient qualities to 
supply the demand. I think that In no 
:an an increase of cheese consump- 
tion be more effectually induced than 
by the more general manufacture of such 
light-weight full cream stock. 

Dairymen who produce cheese at home 
for their own use should not attempt to 
have them weigh less than five pounds 
or more than ten apiece. Thia of course 
applies to t ie cheddar variety, and does 
mean to include brick or other atyles 
heefni ol loreign introduction. By so 
lg I y will alwaya have a fresh and 
I 1 1 article to place upon thei r tables, 
mmll cheese being consumed with- 
in a lew days alter cutting has no chance 
to deteriorate, if given ordinary care. I

Most farm cellars are not properly 
fitted up for the convenient atoring of 
vegetables and apples, especially the 
latter. Rats make terrible work with 
apples if they can get to them. A very 
good arranKement is a hanging shelf 
or bin, which is made aa follows: Nail 
strips of boards six inches wide and long 
enough to come within two and a hall 
feet of the cellar bottom, to the joist 
overhead. They should be placed 
pairs abont four feet apart and connected 
at near the bottom with a six-inch strip 
firmly nailed in place. Another cross- 
piece similarly nailed should be placed 
two and a half feet above the first. At 
no point should they he nearer than 
feet of the cellar wall. Two or three 
pairs of these lianring shelves are placed 
acroea or lengthwise of the cellar, upon 
them hoards are laid, with sides and 
ends six or eight inches high. Upon 
these shelves apples are emptied directly 
from the basket. 

Fruit thus placed is out of reach of 
rats and is conveniently located tor sort- 
ing over at any time when decay begins 
to be serious— a very important matter to 
attend to, aa one rotten apple ruins the 
Havor of its neighbor if itdoea not induce 
further decay. Besides, those partly de- 
cayed can be taken out, uaing the sound 
portion in so many ways known I 
frugal housekeeper. If stored in i 
or barrel in the usual manner this t 
ing out of the damaged onea ia quit 
practicable, unless they be dumper 
upon the cellar bottom. If you have 
room for only a small shelf, erect it 
fill it with the early winter and the 
fall apples. When they are gone, 
again with late keepers that may have 
been atored in barrels until tbia 
If the cellar ia very dry, such vegetables 
as potatoes, carrots, beets, etc., may be 
piled upon the bottom, aa they will keep 
fresh and plump longer than when 
placed in barrels or boxes. 

This hanging shelf makes an 
milk shelf during the summer, especially 
where cream is raised in the con 
ahallow pans. Simply remove the 
and ends and nail lathes about eight 
inches apart to set the pans on. This al- 
lows free bottom ventilation aud c 
more rapid cooling of the milk. Ur re- 
move the solid bottom and put in a 
alatted bottom. This will prove an ideal 
milk shelf and in no danger of being 
troubled by rata and mice. Of c

With a comparatively sbi 
supply of peaa and beans the Jeraey 
packing houses are anticipating an un- 
ity large call for canned tomatoes be- 
n now and next spring, and in their 
efforts to satisfy this expected demand 
have bought large quantities of toma- 
toes, thus keeping the price up fairly 
ill.

How to Stop a Horse from Breaking Loose,

place it under the tail and cross it on tha 
back, bring the ends on each side of the 
neck, place the ends through the halter 
under the moutb, and tie to a pc 
tree. Then tie ■ strap from the tree or 
post one foot shorter than the rope, after 
taking it tight from the tail. Then cut 
the strap half off so tbat it will break 
easy.

DEATHS 0CCURING EVERY DAY 



Piui.irriNB Islands, Sept., 17th *99 — 
Dbab Mothkb: — I will write you a letter 
; you know where I am. I am in 
tbe Philippine Islands. I left San Fran- 
cisco the first day of July, and reached 
Manila the first day of August. I wsa 
fearfully aea-sick. 

m in the 3rd Infantry. Company B, 
atationed SO miles from Manila. It rains 
here most of the time, but we have a 
good place to stay to keep dry. 

This Is a dangerous place, the man on 
guard was shot at six times last night. 
We were all called out at ton o'olock, 
but we did not return the fire, for we 
not men enough. The enemy 
ahooU and then hides in tbe rice fields. 
This plane has been captured three 
times by the Americans, and than re- 
iken by tbe FiUpinos. 
Two of our men, a corporal and a pri- 
■te, were killed last week. Tbey start- 
ed to Manila without their guna. One 
was found cut all to pieces and the other 
has not vet been found. When the 
rainy season is over, we will give tho 
Flllpinoa a good shaking up. 

I have juot come off guard duty, which 
duty I have every other night I nave 
been in one fight in which the man next 
to me waa shot. It was Sunday and we 
were out scouting and ran into tbeii 
trenches before we knew they were 
there. We fought them m~" 
then turned and went back. There 
were too many of them for no and if we 
had not gotten away when we did. we 
would have been captured, for they 
were getting in behind 
log and shouting in front of us.
